ment on tho ground that he had been de- 
ceived by President Ilousjhey as lo tlie 


v bank's real condition. 
\ However, it is shown that, as president 
Oi\lhe National Headlight company,' lie 
bow-owed from tho bank something over 
$31,000 on tho unsecured paper of that 
concern, thus violation the 10 per cent. 
provision of the luw. 


A couple of days ago the receiver brought 


a civil suit against Uio Headlight company 
and Pierce, to recover this amount. 
He 


also sued Pierce upon $20, 000 'of his per- 
sonal notices for a $DO,000 stock assessment, 
and for $2000 upon a joint guarantee of an- 
other man's notes. 


Mr. Pierce is at present joint trustee of 


the Indianapolis, Decatur & Springfield 
railroad with Benjamin iSamls. 
He repre-

eight years ago, having defeated John li.

Tariff Reform league hnd ita monthly 
dinner at the United States hotel last 
evening. Folly 300 members were present. 


After (.he elaborate menu provided for 


the occasion, had bean disposed of and 
cigars had been reached, President Piorce 
congratulated the league upon the brig-lit 
outlook for tariff reform promised by the 
Wilson, bill, and introduced the principal 
sneaker of the evening, Hon. Michael D. 
Harler of Ohio. 


After some introductory words, used to 


express his feeling that "the present situ- 
ation" was one of hopefulness and pro raise, 
Mr, Harter said in. part: 


Hurtor'A AdtlreHB. 


"Tho situation requires of us unswerv- 


inpc support oC tariff reform. 
The coudi 


tion of the agricultural clans, making up 
as II dors 40 per cent of our population 
and furnishing the basis of nil our pros- 
perity, is as bad, yes, worse than it was in 
1892. 


"The great consuming masses, who may 


be said to embrace) the entire tuition, were 
never in more need of relief thnn now. 
Labor, in all our history, haa never beon 
so 
poorly provided with -employment, 


while manufacture™, having outgrown 
ihe conditions placed upon our shops and 
factories, have touched a point where, 
without substantial reductions m tariff 
taxation, profitable continuance of opera- 
tion by many is impossible. 


"From every side comes the oiill to con- 


gress for relief through reduced taxation. 
This call Is louder add in tones moro elo- 
quent and commanding than ever before. 
The monopolist prc'ss cries to us, and the 
high tariff lenders demand of us that we 
allow the existing high taxes to remain. 
Suppose we heed this damund, in what 
•way is prosperity to flow upon and among 
tbe manufacturing industries of the coun- 
try? 


"Can they not see that under our present 


system of taxation our power to produce 
is far greater than our ability to consume, 
and that a continuance o£ our presuut 
policy ineiins stagnation and starvation? 
Do they not understand that by a wise re- 
vision tint! reduction of the Lnrill nearly 
all our industries can be promptly placed 
upon their feet? 


Now Tariff Defended. 


"They ought to se-e clearly that a reduc- 


tion in the raw materials of the factory 
will result in an eiftarfred demand for its 
goods, because of the lower price it can 
afford to sell them at, anil that tbis de- 
mand will come not only from our own 
people, but from abroad. The man who 
cannot see this is blind, indeed. 


"Take up the government's report of 


oor exports for the past eight months, and 
you will read there thac we have been able 
to export nearly all classes of manufac- 
tured goods; goods of which the raw ma- 
terial was iron, steel, cotton, lumber, cop- 
per, paper and even wool. 


"Suctv goods wa have shipped abroad by 


ihe millions. In this fact we ought to 
read tho very plain lesson that the tariff 
bill which the present congress will pass 
will give to American. mauufucturerH such 
prosperiiy, such an iucri-use in trade, suou 
an enlargement in profits ;is to throw into 
taeabade any apparent prosperity -which 
wo have been acquainted with in recent i 
years. Why, then, this howl and opposi- j 
tion? 


"ProteOt-iou a Cureo." 


'I believe so-called protection has always 


Joen a curse to our people anet a weight 
upon our manufacturers, but even those 
who disagree with me in this will find it 
impossible to deny that for many years, 
at least, protection has simply operated to 
;ive to Europe and to protect bar in the 
possession of vast markets which other- 
wise would 
have been 
controlled by 


American manufacturers, With the pas- 
sage of cbe ways and means bill all this 
will be changed, and the American uinnu- 
'acturer and his employes will come to 
heir own. 


"The two things which make up the 


cost of a manufactured article are, first, 
material, aud, second, labor. After tho 
'Ussage of the ways and means bill the 
American munufactun'r will liavo his mn' 
erial aa cheap, or cheaper, than his for- 
:is;n competitor. He already bus, ns you 
have seen, (measured by its prodactive- 
iess), the lowest cost labor in the world. 


"Now, unless you credit the American 


aanufacturer with lens capacity than his 
oreiRii competitor possesses, we cau see 
hat, after the bill becomes law, iLepros- 
ierity of the American manufacturer will 
clipse that of any other manufacturer ia 
he world, and his productions will girdle 
he earth and fill its marts. You w 11 
hon. find goods made in American £,u> 
ories by Arnericau workmen on all the 
helves aud in every groat warehouse on 
he globe.

Said a well known and liberal minded 


citizen to a SD>" reporter last night, 
"The 


Pope would have found it an impossibility 
to remove city hall this aitemon. The 
women, were there to defend it." 


He explained that for nearly two hours 


he had stood in city hall and watched 
almost a regiment of females crowd into 
the office of the registrars of voters to get 
their names on the voting lists.- He fur- 
ther added that it looked as if "petticoat 
politics was the order of campaign under 
:nlluence of the disturbing A. P. A. 


But what of the registrars? 
Ob, "wliut a siege! They were so vigor- 


ously hustled that perspiration stood out 
on their forehead, and trickled down their 
Facns. 


Like the noble GOO of Balaklava.Jthe reg- 


strars men.ia.lly recited Tennyson's poem 
with slight adaptation, "women to right of 
theoi," for there were women everywhere, 
ind man, poor man,ivas in hopeless minor- 
ity.It was a great sight and many.politicians 
and a few citizens availed themselves of 
:he opportunity to see the women go 
through tbe initiation rites. 
The line 


stretched down the ball and the women 
talked, and talked, and talked,till it seemed 
as if their tongues, like "The Brook" were 
made to run forever. 


The dear creatures who had-hustled 


lown to city hall before two o'clock, grew 
faint and weary before their turns came 
but their ardor kept them alive. 


The drift of the feminine chatter was to 


"protect the public schools." The neigh- 
borhood cossips were there and choice bits 
of "scan" cropped out occasionally. Be- 
neath their intentions was evidently a 
spirit of bigotry, and occasionally an un- 
warranted slur against things Irish and. 
Catholic would come out. 
Intolerance 


seemed to predominate, and a-pbysiosomi-, 
nist would bavq little trouble in rightly 
placing it. When a. certain Baptist clergy- 
man appeared as a marshal for a bevy of 
wonltl:be female voters the 
organized 


efforts lo register females was seen. 


Many of the women knew' ilarcelliis 


Fletcher, and they occasionally spoke to. 
him. 
Two women got into "a discussion 


with Marcellus about the republican and 
democratic parties, and of course they 


ne-w all about the doctrines aud princi- 


ples of both. 


Said oca of them: "ilr. Fletcher, I 


knew a staunch democrat who has voted 
the straight ticket all his life. Ho is a 
Protestant, and about two months ago lie 
was sent out of work. I asked him '-why 
he did not go to the city hall to .look for 
work?'and he replieJ: 'Ka'.Htm only ones 
who can gel work there are the Irish." 
Tbe woman further said: "I tell you Mr. 
Fletcher, that is about so. When the 
democrats are elected, the Irish and Catho- 
lics arc the only ones who cau get work 
and so I think it is about time that we 
women should come down and register and 
put the Irish out." 


Mareellus said to her: 
"I have asso- 


ciated with Catholics for many years and I 
have found them good, 'honest people. 
They have never insulted me nor said any- 
thing out of the way to me. My wife voted 
for school committee in Ward Six when 
she was the only woman who voted tbe 
democratic ticket." By this time these 
women had reached tte registrars' office. 


There were many others like them in 


line, and they spoke their minds freely. It 
seemed to make no difference to them who 
had charge of their schools Droviding the 
Catholics did not. 


Eev. Claude Raboteau, 
who, in & dis- 


course last Sunday, urged the women to 
get registered 
and exercise their pre- 


rogative of voting for school committee, 
dropped in during the afternoon; took a 
look along the line of women; spoke a few 
words to some of them and then went out, 
but returned shortly after. 


It tickled Simon B. Harris to see so 


many of women present, and so joyful did 
he become at one time tbat he ordered the 
janitor'to bring in a pitcher of ice water 
and a glass. 
He wanted to get ready for 


another tickle. Some of the women were 
waiting from 2 o'clock till 4. before getting 
registered. The line extended the whole 
length of the corridor, and in some places 
they were seven and eight deep.

Grinnell and Goodhue had their hands full, 
and one of the registrars said "it was more 
difficult to handle one women than ten 
men." 
At 4 o'clock the time for closing, 


the line was still a long one, and at first 
the registrars were tempted to close on 
time.

One yoitugwo,man was unable to register 


so she. departed only to return with five 
female friends. And so all the afternoon 
and'evening the women came, saw and evi- 
dently expect to conquer. 


The afternoon registration closed at 5.15 


o'clock and the lifiures showed tbat the 
names of 210 women and 157 men had been 
added to the list, as a result of the after- 
noon's woilr. 
In the evening there was not such a 


rush. The women were in the majority.

"The great consuming masses, who may 


bo said to embrace the entire nation, were 
never in move need of relief than now. 
Labor, in all our history, has never bean 
so 
poorly provided with -employment, 


while manufacturers, having 
outgrown 


ihe conditions placed upon our shops and 
factories, havo Touched a point where, 
without substantial reductions in, tariff 
taxation, profitable continuance of opera- 
tion by mftny is impossible. 


"From every side comes the OB!! to con- 


gress tor relief through reduced taxation. 
This call Is louder and in tones movo elo- 
quent and commanding than ever before. 
The monopolist press crlas to us, and the 
high tariff leaders demand of us that we 
allow tbe existing high taxes to remain. 
Suppose we heed this demand, in what 
Tray is prosperity to flow upou and among 
the manufacturing industries of the coun- 
try? 


''Can they not see that under our present 


system o£ taxation our powor to produce 
ia far greater than our ability to consume, 
and that a continuance of our present 
policy means stagnation and starvation? 
Do they not understand that by a wise re- 
vision and reduotiun of the tariff nearly 
all our industries can be promptly placed 
upon their feet? 


Nuir Tariff Defended. 


"They ought to see clearly that a reduc- 


tion in the raw materials of the factory 
will result in au eitlarged demand for ita 
goods, because of the lower price it can 
afford to sell thorn at, and that this de- 
mand-will come not only from our own 
people, but from abroad. The mun who 
cannot see this is blind, indeed. 


"Take up the government's report of 


our exports for the past eight months, and 
you will read there thai; we have been able, 
to export nearly all classes ' of manufac- 
tured goods; goods of which the raw ma- 
terial was iron, steel, cotton, lumber, cop- 
per, puper and even wool. 


"Such goods we have shipped abroad by 


the millions. In this fact we ought to 
read tho .very plain leason that the tariff 
bill which the present congress will pass 
will give to American manufacturers such 
prosperity, such an increase in trade, suou 
an. enlargement in profits as to throw into 
the shade any apparent prosperity "which 
WQ have been acquainted with in recent 
years. Why, tbeu, this howl aud opposi- 
tion? 
"Proteoltou a Cargo." 


"I believe so-called proreotion has always 


beau a curse to our people and a weight 
upon our manufacturers, out even those 
•who disagree with ma in this will find it 
impossible to deny that for many years, 
at least, protection has simply operated to 
give to Europe and to protect, her iu the 
possession of vase markets which other- 
wise would 
nave 
been 
controlled by 


American manufacturers. With the pas- 
sage of the ways and means bill all this 
will be changed, and the American manu- 
facturer and his employes will come to 
their own. 


"The two things which make up the 


cost of a manufactured article are, first, 
material, aud, second, labor. After tho 
oossage of the ways and means .bill the 
American manufacturer will Imvo his iuar- 
terial us cheap, or cheaper, than his for- 
eign competitor. He already has, as you 
have seen (measured by its productive- 
ness), the lowest cost labor iu tlie world. 


"Now, unless you credit the American 


manufacturer with lefts capacity than Ills 
foreign competitor possesses, \va cau sea 
tbat, after the bill becomes law, the pros- 
perity of the American manufucturer will 
eclipse tbac ot any othor manufacturer in 
the world, and his productions will girdle 
the earth and 1111 its mans. You w 11 
then find goods made in American fac- 
tories by American workmen on all the 
shelves and in every groat warehouse on 
the globe.A Rnp at DIcKlnley. 


"It is said that it man is rash who makes 


predictions, but I am quite willing to 
assume the risk, and tonight, when my 
good friend; Governor AlcKinley. is dis- 
mally foretelling ruin and crooking about 
the future, I declare itto be my conviction 
that every effect and result of thu reduc- 
tion o£ tariff taxation now about to be 
made will prove advantageous to the conn- 
try, aad that these advantages will be so 
conspicuous that from this time 6u the de- 
mand will not be for the restoration oE 
high tuxes, but that congress will bo urged 
to make more reductions iu number and 
larger oues in amount."

"Organized" Almsgivers, Whose" Doings Are Ad- 


vertised, Favor tlie State Giving Money, 
Through. Them, to the Unemployed, But Don't 
Want Work Furnished, 


Every ono iu New York who is in a po- 


sition to observe tho condition!! which 
surround and confront tho working class 
is sure that tho winter which is abnost 
hero will bo ono of tho hardest tlio poor 
of this country have Imd to endure. Tho 
problem oi' the unemployed, which has 
bfion demanding attention for several 
months, is further from solution than it 
was in August, it' such u thing is pos&i- 
hle. While to tho superficial observer 
everything appears to bo moving along 
as usual, thoso who get out of thoboaton 
track and niovo more than two or throo 
blocks from Brotidwuy seo more misery 
and hopeless ttosa than was ever before 
known in New York, The newspapers, 
with their stories of business revival 
and denials that there is unusual desti- 
tution among the poor of the city, do not 
deceive tho men and v,omon who havo 
investigated for themselves. Tho cry of 
workloss, homeless, hungry, ragged Now 
York cannot bo stilled by tho foolish 
falsehoods of tho daily press. 


Some of tlio papers recognize the true 


state of affair1) by giving in their news 
columns interviews with public men on 
tlio faiibject of providing assistance for 
tho needy, while in their editorial col- 
umns they boastingly declare that "Now 
York is amply able and willing to tako 
care of ita poor, notwithstanding- tho 
scares attempted by loud mouthed 
alarmiats." And some of Hie ptiblishec] 
interviews with 111011 who seem to real- 
ize tho awful condition aud threatening 
future would bo huigluiblo if they did 
not deal with such serious matters. Men 
of supposed intelligence who havo been 
years in public life, &omo of thorn con- 
nected with organizations which i'uvnish 
exceptional opportunities for studying 
tho social and industrial questions, talJc 
like simple minded children. 
Others 


there are who grasp the si (nation. These 
seo that tho tiuio i'or dillotanto measures 
has passed, and that namby pambyism 
must bo put under foot aud something 
practical done at once. 


Commander DalliiiRton Booth of tho 


Salvation Army says that an unprece- 
dented condition of affairs exists, and , 
that extraordinary measures of relief 
niust.l)e taken. Few men in New York 
enjoy bettor opportunities of knowing 
tho contlihonoC the poor than Mr. Booth. 
Through tho reports of the members of 
the organization of which hois the head, 
ho is kept posted concerning' the poverty 
districts of the city, ami when he says 
tho situation is unprecedented ho knows 
whereof ho speaks. But let xis see what 
aro tho "extraordinary measures" ho pro- 
poses. Almsgiving is all ho has to offer, 
but ho would havo tho state furnish the 
means and distribute tho relief through 
"existing and reliable institutions," one 
of which—and an especially potent ono 
for this work—he says is the Salvation 
Ai'niy. lie doesn't &oo how the state can 
give tho unemployed work, but ho is 
sure it can hand over to tho charity or- 
ganizations monoy to bo doled out as 
alms, and who will seo that it is ' 'rightly 
placed." 


Hero aro the words of Mr. Booth, 


quoted from an interview published in 
The Mail and Express: 


Jt is primarily important that money con- 
tributed either by tlio .state, by the imunciiml- 
Hy or by private corporations should i etvch t ho 
people u ho arc really in nrecl of it. 1 uoukl 
luuo tho state select charitable institutions, 
\sluoUkeeptUeii* (lu^ms> on tho pul&o ot tho 
public and uhlcli can yivo satisfactory o\ i- 
cloncu that in the past they havo ffi\on their 
tnouuy to tlio people who need it, as tho ehun- 
nola tluoiiKb v Uic.li to distribute it3 hticiullty. 
Iror instance, if \\o \\oro selected ay buch u 
channel.! would i;1^0 tho monoy to our slum 
workers and s.iy: "Take this. Goto (holllthy 
tenements iiml place Hivhoio it uill do the 
best good.11 1 would not £i\'0 it to ono \\lio 
would halt his inn mgo on tho street coiner 
ami distribute tlio money 1'rum ills gloved 
hand. These irll.iblo Institutions IITO the ones 
which kno-v uhcio tho distiess lies. 


1 would havo a committee appointed which 


would investigate all cases and would y:na a 
Ritnranteo that tho monoy RIVCII to it would be 
rightly placed. I do not see how tho stato can 
create work for tho unemployed. Korean pri- 
vate indh idual J. Our wealthy neighbor? can- 
not pull down barns and build gioaU-r. Thus 
tho state must I'utnKh monoy to he-distributed 
through reliable institutions. Wealthy men 
luid wealthy institutions \\ o havo al\\ a>s with 
us, but wo mtibt not allow these to bo in trroat- 
or danger than they are now. \Vo must not 
torm around them a community of dissatisfied 
tramps and ragged Lazaruscs. 


By what kind o£ reasoning Mr. Booth 


reaches the decision that tho state can 
give its rnonoy to tho unemployed, but 
cannot afford them an opportunity to 
earn it, 1 do not know. "Wo ;uo told 
that tho state has not tho eonstihitional 
right to institute relief works, but that, 
it is hold, is because it cannot appropri- 
ate the money to pay for the work. Then 
how, 
in common sense,can it douato the 


money for distribution as alms? I hate 
to think that Mr. Booth is extremely 
anxious to handle sonio of the state's 
money, but his talk is open to that in- 
terpretation. 
His gentle hint to the 


•wealthy that thero is danger for them 
in times liko these is only a warning, 
but if TSrnma Goldman had said it it 
would havo been a threat. The late 
Rev. 
Gilbert Do La Hatyr related to mo 


konio years ago an incident which I re- 
call in reading Mr. Booth's remarks, A 
wealthy man residing in a fashionable 
neighborhood lived in a very ordinary 
house. Ono oE his neighbors approached 
him and said something liko this: "Yon 
aro j'ich and are able to have as fine a 
dwelling as aiiy of u&. To speak candid- 
ly, your neighbors think you ought to 
put up a house that would not be a dis- 
grace to tho locality, as is the old ram- 
shackle affair you now live in." The 
•other man said in reply: "What you say 
may bo true, but I ana taking chances 
enough OB it is. When the disinherited, 
•who havo been robbed by our class, lose 
all patience and hope and begin to strike 
out in their desperation, I don't want 
any five storied, marble front sign out 


to let them know wheio I live." Prob- 
ably Mr. Booth has heard of that con- 
versation. 


Dr. Stunton Coit of the Society for 


Ethical Culture has been interviewed 
upon the subject, and like Mr. Booth, ho 
thinks that tho condition of tho poor in 
Now York calls i'or more than tlio orcli- 
ilary measures of relief. But, also like 
the commander, ho pins his t'ailh to the 
almsgiving method, and does not think 
it po.ssihlo for the stato or municipality 
to create work for tho unemployed. Mr. 
Coil believes in the trades unions as a 
medium of reaching tho unemployed. He 
thinks that relief should be distributed 
as suggested "by thoso organizations. He 
says: "I am confident that the way to get 
at tho real sufferers is through the trades 
organizations to which they belong." 
That is as good a way as could be devised 
for distributing alms, so far as it goes, 
but I do not think I am giving away a 
secret when I say that unfortunately 
only a portion (a minority) of the unem- 
ployed are members of trades organiza- 
tions. And the trades organizations are 
unanimous in favor of the other plan— 
public works—of relieving the unem- 
ployed. Let us see what ono qualified to 
epoak for organized labor has to say. 


Samuel Gompers, president of the 


American Federation of Labor, said to a 
New York reporter when asked for his 
views: 


Certainly tlio outlook tor the unemployed 


looks very dai Ic. Alost decidedly and positive- 
ly tho stato or tho municipality should ejivo 
vfliet' through public woiks, which will grvo 
tho Ktiu'orers btoady employment. Such a 
thing ia infinite!} preferable to llnnncial aid 
giyen as pure ohanty. To give such employ- 
ment would bo a boiiollt to both parties. The 
•norkirigmen would eccuro relief ami at the 
bamo time retain their manhood aud self ro- 
Biicct. Tho state would benefit by tho comple- 
tion of noccisary improvements and by tho 
gains which, an increased 'taxation would 
bring. Tlio worlclngnum does not want char- 
ity. 
Ho wants toea-rn what hp gets, and tlio 


state bhould, or tho municipality, allow him to 
do so. It might not bo well lor the stato to 
croato useless work, but as a fact there isplen- 
ty it nucht give without doing so. 


Governor Flower agrees that there is 


plenty ot chance and need to employ la- 
bor profitably at this time. 


Tlio governor has recently pointed out 


tho enormous x^rofit which the commu- 
nity as a whole and the individual coun- 
ty taxpayer -would certainly derive if 
the several counties in this state would 
only sot about building a system of good 
county roads. This is notn proposal to 
dispense charity, but to organize monoy 
making enterprises which, whilo paying 
for thomselves 10 times over, would in- 
cidentally supply work and wages to 
thousands of m6n now compelled to be 
idle. Governor Flower is familiar with 
tho needs of the state, in the way of im- 
proved roads, and he looks at the sub- 
ject from the proper point of view. I 
haven't always been able to agree with 
Boswell P. Flower, but I am glad to do 
so on this subject. 


Now, lot UB give the other side another 


show. Secretary Kellogg of the Charity 
Organization society of New York de- 
nies, thnt there is any occasion for stato 
aid to relieve the unemployed. Ho says: 


Thero Is no need lor I ho state to take a hand 


in relief uiou-,uies. Tlio existing: chiuities can 
do tho work better. Indeed there is a distinct 
danger in tho oflotms ot woik by tho stato. 
Tim danger lie-in tho fact that unless a mini- 
mum of u ii£cs itjotlored umvoithy persons aro 
attracted to tho scheme and obtain employ- 
ment when they should not. You will find that 
ton unworthy nor-ons thiib leceivo aid whore 
ono » oi thy and needy individual benefits. Peo- 
ple aro oven attracted fiom outside cominunl- 
t es 
The t cal Miilorers do not reap the advan- 


tage. 
Kellogg should have a medal—a leather 


modal. For unadulterated nervo he beats 
all records. Ho is Tearful that unworthy 
persons will get work. Has it come to 
stich a pasa that only tlioso who can pro- 
cure credentials from somo hypocritical, 
manhood destroying almsgiver will bo 
allowed an opportunity to work in this 
country? Wo u&od to be told by the 
plutocratic press that tho xiiiemploycdin 
this country wore worthless hums, who 
wouldn't work if they had a chance. 
Now comes ono Kellogg to tell us that 
work mubt not be offered, because some 
of tho worthlcbs may get a job. 


V/hilov.'o aro discn&sing "distinct dan- 


govrf," Mr. Kellogg, ullij?- mo to call 
your attention to ono, Its name is Chai'- 
ity Ovgafii^ation society 'of Now York, 
and 0110 Kollogg is its prophet. Stu- 
dent . of sociology have long contended 
that almsgiving' was sowing the seeds of 
poison in our social system, and wehnvo 
hero tho proof of their wisdom. \Vhat is 
tho vroik Kollogg aud his class can do 
bettor? Tho work of completely destroy- 
ing tho in.mhoocl and (womanhood of 
tho hiiul by crushing tho spirit of inde- 
pendence in its worker? aud making of 
them chronic mendicants, who must 
havo only courage enough to go down 
on thoir marrow bones and beg, and 
then lick the hand that gives them nlnife 
111 fares the laud where the few are giv- 
ers and the many receivers of alms. 


The charity which extends, voluntari- 


ly, assistance to tho needy I find no fault 
with, but there should be nood i'or little 
of that iu this country. But oi'ganized 
almsgiving which doles ont, under iron- 
clad regulations, through high salaried 
officials, conscience money and stands 
in tho way of an adjustment of socicta- 
ry conditions which would give to every 
person a living as an act of justice is a 
barrier in the pathway of progress and 
should be swept from the face of the 
earth. Such organizations as Kellogg's 
in times like these mislead tho people, 
and thoso who have influence with the 
powers that be and coiild aid in creating 
an irresistible sentiment in favor of prac- 
tical and honorable measures of relief 
are deluded into the belief that every- 
thing will be all right if they only trust 
to "the recular organizations." Is it all 


right when in spite of the boasting of 
the charity officials men, women and 
children are starving in every city in the 
land? Why should the charity chiefs 
object to relief coming through other 
channels than those they, control? Are 
they afraid there might come a time 
when thero would be no hungry for 
them to f eed'r Beautiful Christian chari- 
ty that; but it will never have any effect 
upon the supply of angels' wings.

A PRACTICAL CLERGYMAN. 


St If, Timo to Drop So Called "SoundKcoii' 
oniics" and Cet Common Sciibe, Bfe Saya. 
Mr. Alexander F. Irvine, pastor of tlio 


Mission Church of tho Sea and Land, 
and for many years the lodging house 
missionary of the New York City Mission 
society, said in an interview the other 
day: 


I have boon dealing with thousands of 


unemployed men during the last few 
years, and in my intercourse with them 
have noticed that very few have over 
troubled thomselves with suggesting rem- 
edies. They aro supremely concerned 
witli tho fact that they are out and would 
hlco to get in. I have no new fangled 
notions to ventilate, but will give my 
plain opinion as one who has again and 
again traversed this great city in search 
of employment, and also as one who is 
intensely interested in everything which 
concerns the working class. 


That there are hundreds of •willing 


workers who are out of work through 
circumstances over which they had no 
control is a fact. That .work can be 
found for them is another fact, and that 
work ought to be found for them is a 
third fact. The condition of affairs which 
prevents an honest workingman from 
being a wealth producer and a supporter 
of his family is economically and social- 
ly wrong, and I believe it to be the 
fundamental business of the municipal- 
ity to change that condition. If some 
ono says that my belief and "sound 
economics" aro at variance, I answer 
that as so called "soun'd economics'' 
havo not filled the stomachs of the 
hungry unemployed "let us have sound 
common sense for a change". I know of 
many good workmen today who are far- 
ing worse than stray dogs. There aro 
many ways in which the municipality 
can solve the problem of the \inemployed. 


First—Instead of giving the municipal 


work into the hands of private contract- 
ors let the municipality be its own con- 
tractor and thus serve the double pur- 
pose of saving the taxpayers' money and 
givo work to the unemployed. The Lon- 
don county council haa tried this and 
proved it to be a success. 


Second—By the mnnicipalization of 


street railways. Tho city government 
ought at once to take hold of the pro- 
posed rapid transit scheme and in time 
municipalize, street lighting, telegraph, 
e to. That one man should dictate to Now 
York whether or not she should have 
rapid transit is a disgrace to our civiliza- 
tion. Of course skilled workmen would 
not drive or conduct street cars, but a 
judicious system of-'municipal work- 
shops could be established in •which the 
skilled labor for public institutions could 
be done. 
_ , 


Third—The limitation oS overtime in 


public institutions and private firms 
would absorb vast numbers of the work- 
less. A street car conductor told mo a 
few dajrs ago that ho had 'worked 84 con- 
secutive days without a day's rest. "I 
could get & day off now and again if I 
asked for it," he said, "but I would lose 
a day's pay, and if you ask too often 
they get tired.'' 


There are many ways in which private 


corporations and individuals could solve 
tho problem if they could be persuaded 
that they were in part at least their 
brothers' keepers. 
There are in the 


front rank of Now York's society today 
men and women who own tenements in 
the slums of tho city which are not fit 
for pigs to live in. If these places could 
be torn down and houses fit for human 
habitation erected instead, thousands of 
unemployed would at least attain to the 
hor&e standard of life—food and shelter. 
There are very few prominent individ- 
uals in Now York who seem at all inter- 
ested in the question, 
i 


As I write, there is in front of me the 


portrait of JM. Q-odin, foundateur du 
familistero, Guise, France, the man 
•who, despite a thousand obstacles tor own 
in his way by as many "sound econo- 
mists," succeeded in erecting the first 
palace to labor and in collecting the ele- 
ments necessary to work cait the prob- 
lem of the equitable distribution of the 
fruits of production between labor, skill 
and capital. 
Thousands of heads of 


firms woxild do well to study the history 
of his great work. New York has not 
yet produced a G-odin nor a Shaftos- 
bury. Wo have thrown the reins of mu- 
nicipal government over to a swarm of 
administrative leeches who suck the 
treasury dry and then recommend pri- 
vate corporations to do their work, Ev- 
ery laborer in the great firm of G-odin & 
Co. is A partner, and it is hopeful to see 
signs of his system being duplicated in 
the Unitod States. 
Shaftesbury spent 


his life in legislating for the poor and 
the downtrodden, but men,of his caliber 
in New York will not touch polities be- 
cause they fear defilement. 
. Let us consider tho relation of the 
church to tlio problem, I believe the 
problem of the unemployed is the prob- 
lem of Christianity. 


As for bhantable organizations giving 


employment, honest workmen do not 
want charity. They want justice; they 
want what belongs to them—the right 
to live. If the introduction of machinery 
prevents thorn getting a living, then ma- 
chinery will have to go. "Whatever the 
barrier is it must be burned away. Men 
made in God's image must not be al- 
lowed to starve to death surrounded by 
hundreds of millions of money.

How to 'Avoid a Cold aud to Treat It 


When Contracted—Many LHtlo '.Tilings 
of Use—Culinary Items. 
The first important point to be.consid- 


ered is the skin, for the skin supplements 
iu functions almost every organ of the 
body. 


The influence of cold upon the skin 


causes a temporary blanching of the sur- 
f ace. The minute blood 'Vessels contract, 
and the blood recedes and accumulates 
in deeper and more protected structures. 
The circulation, usually sluggish, is pro- 
foundly disturbed, the nervous system 
is profoundly impressed, and various un- 
dosirablo symptoms indicate an immi- 
nent illness. 


Immediately upon rising move leisure- 


ly about the room for a few minutes, 
flay by day increasing the exposure of 
tho body, until soots you can take au air 
bath of fivo or ton minutes' duration 
without 
discomfort. 
This exposure 


should always be followed by brisk rub- 
bing before dressing, Next use a sponge 
slightly moistened; then ono which ia 
tiob so dry. 


Soon the cold bath may be taken vfith 


impunity, and may become more pro- 
longed and more beneficial as the skin 
becomes accustomed to it. Those baths 
must be followed in all cases by brisk 
and prolonged rubbing of the skin. 


As the weather becomes colder the 


morning temperature of the room and 
the bath should become gradually lower 
until when you are habituated to them 
you may venture to open the window a 
little on warmer mornings and expose 
the nude body to a slight draft. During 
the night the mucous inembrano should 
be hardened by leaving the chamber 
windows open, guarding only against 
drafts. 


Remember that the draft through a 


two inch aperluro ia often more danger- 
ous than the wind through an entirely 
open window, and that the hearty dinner 
is as active in causing a cold as the No- 
vember blasts. 


How to Do Many Little Things of Use. 
Never build fire in a newly papered 


room until it has had time to dry. 


Clean cano seated chairs by turning 


I them upsido down and spongo in very 


hot water. 


Clean soiled wall paper with pieces of 


stale light (wheat) bread. 


Clean gilt frames with, rainwater in 


which flowers of sulphur has been stirred. 


Bomove stains from mahogany, roso- 


wood or walnut by touching the spots 
wibh a feather wet in diluted niter. 


Bleach willow furniture after wash- 


ing in warm, suds lay setting in a Los 
without drying, putting a small dish of 
burning sulphur inside and covering the 
bos for half an hour. 


Soak bent whalebones a few hours in 


water; then, dry them. 


Hang a mirror where tho direct rays 


of tho sun will not shine on it to cloud 
the glass, 


How to Tell Real lace. 


All real lace can be detected after much 


trying very, readily, As it is made by 
hand, the mesh is never very regular, as 
it is almost impossible it could be. Ma- 
chine lace, on the contrary, is perfectly 
regular. Real lace has the knots on the 
wrong side and very few of them. 


How to Use Remnants of Sonp. 


Collect all the odds and ends of toilet 


soap, crumble 'them flno or break into 
shreds and put them in a double boiler. 
Fill tho outside vessel with boiling wa- 
ter, set over the fire and keep it boiling 
until the soap in the inside vessel is 
melted. Stir until perfectly smooth; 
then pour into a small, shallow dish to 
mold. 
If more than enough for one 


cake of soap, pour into other molds. If 
the remnants, the new cake will prob- 
ably have a delicate odor of its own, or 
a few drops of favorite perfume may bs 
addod. If without a double boiler, set a 
small pail or pan inside a large one.

Take a half pound of powdered sugar,

Whilo to tliu superficial observer 


everything appears to 1m moving along 
ns usual, those v.-ho get out of tho bcaieu i 
track and niovo more (ban two or thruo \ 
blocks from Broadway see moro misery 
and hopelessness than waa ever before 
Joiown in New York. Tho newspapers, 
with tlieir stories of business revival ' 
and denials that there is unusual clesti- 
tntion among the poor of the city, do not 
• 


deceive the men and women who havo 
investigated for themselves. 
The cry of 


workless, homeless, hungry, ragged Now 
York cannot bo stilled by tho foolish | 
falsehoods of tho daily press. 


Sonic of tho papers tccojjnizo the true 


state of nffairs by giving in their news 
columns interviews with public men on 
the subject of providing assistance for 
the needy, while in their editorial col- 
umns they boastingly ilocla.ro that "New 
York is amply able and willing to take 
caro of ila poor, notwithstanding the 
ecares attempted 
by loud mouthed 


alarmists." 
And sonic of the published 


interviews with men who seem to real- 
ize tho awful condition and threatening 
future would bo laughable if they did 
not deal with such serious matters. Men 
of supposed intelligence who have been 
years in public life, some of them con- 
nected with organizations which furnish 
exceptional opportunities for studying 
the social and industrial questions, talk 
like simple minded children. 
Others 


there are who grasp the situation. These 
see that tho tiino for dillctanto measures 
has passed, and that nainby pambyism 
must be put under foot and something 
practical done at once. 


Commander Ballingtou Booth of tho 


Salvation Army says that an unprece- 
dented condition of affairs exists, and 
that extraordinary measures of relief 
iiiiist.'be taken. Few men in Now York 
enjoy better opportunities of knowing 
tlie condition of thopoor than Mr. Booth. 
Through tho reports of the members of 
tho organization of which he is tho bead, 
be is l;epl posted concerning tho poverty 
districts of the. city, ami when lie says 
the situation is unprecedented ho kuowa 
whereof lie speaks. But let us see what 
ore tho "extraordinary measures" ho pro- 
poses. Almsgiving is all ho lias to offer, 
but he would have the state furnish the 
means and distribute tho relief through 
"existing and reliable institutions," ono 
of which—and an especially potent ono 
for this work—ho says is tho Salvation 
Army. He doesn't seo how tha state can 
give the unemployed work, but ho is 
sure it can hand over to tho churity or- 
ganizations money to bo doled out c:s 
alms, and who will see that it is "rightly 
placed."

rightly placed. 1 do not see how tho slato can 
create work for the unemployed. Nor can pri- 
vate individuals. Our wealthy neighbors can- 
not pull dov.-n burns and build prcaler. Thug 
the stnte must furnish money Lo be distributed 
through reliable institutions. Wealthy men 
utld wealthy instiunious we ha™c always with 
us, but wo must not ullo\v these 'to bo in creat- 
or danger than they are now. ^Ye must not 
form around them a. commauky of ilissatiaued 
tram ps and ragged Lazaruscs. 


By what kind of reasoning Mr. Booth 


reaches tho decision that the state cnn 
give its money to the unemployed, but 
cannot afford them an opportunity to 
earn it, I do not know. 
YVo uro told 


that the state has not tho constitutional 
right to institute relief works, but that, 
it is held, is because it cannot appropri- 
ate the money to pay for tha work. Thon 
how, 
in common sense, can it donate tho 


money for distribution as alms? I hate 
to think that Mr. Booth is extremely 
ansious to handlo some of the state's 
money, but his talk is open to that in- 
terpretation. 
His geutlo hint to the 


•wealthy that there is danger for them 
in times lika theso is only a warning, 
but if Emma Goldman hail said it it 
would have been a threat. 
Tho Into 


Rev. 
Gilbert Do La Matyr related tome 


tome years ago an incident which i re- 
call in reading Mr. Booth's remarks. A 
wealthy man residing in a fashionable 
neighborhood lived in a very ordinary 
house. Ono of hia neighbors approached 
him and said something like this: "You 
arc rich and are able to have as fine a 
dwelling as any of us. To speak candid- 
ly, your neighbors think you ought to 
put up a houso that would not be a dis- 
grace to the locality, as is the old ram- 
shackle affair yon now live in." Tho 
-other m.in said in reply: "What yousay 
may be tree, but I am taking chances 
enough as it is. "When the disinherited, 
who have been robbed by our class, lose 
all patience and hope und begin to strike- 
out in their desperation, I don't want 
any five storied, marble front sign out 


to let them know where I live." Prob- 
ably Mv. Booth litis heard of that con- 
versation. 


Dr. Stan ton Coit of the Society for 


Ethical Culture hits been interviewed 
upon tho subject, anrl liko Jlr. Booth, ho 
tliink.f that tho condition of tho poor in 
New York calls for moro than tbo orcli- 
dni-y measures of relief. But, also like 
tho commander, ho pins his faith to the 
almsgiving method, and does not think 
it possible for the stuto or municipality 
to create work for tho unemployed. Mr. 
Coit believes in the trades unions as a 
medium of reaching the unemployed. He 
thinks that relief should be distributed 
as suggested by.those organizations. He 
Bays: "I am confident that the waytp get 
at tho real sufferers is through the trades 
organizations to which they belong," 
That is as good avray as could beilovised 
for distributing alms, so far as it goes, 
but I do not think I am giving away a 
secret when I say that unfortunately 
only a portion (a minority) of the unem- 
ployed aro members of trades organiza- 
tions. .And the trades organizations aro 
unanimous in favor of the other plan—> 
public works—of relioving the unem- 
ployed. Let us seo what one qualified to 
epeak for organized labor has to say. 


Samuel Gompers, president o£ the 


American Federation of Labor, said to a 
New York reporter when asked for his 
views: 


CerUunly tlio outlook, fur the unemployed 


looks very dark. Most decidedly and positive- 
ly tho state or tho municipality should glvo 
relief through public works, which will gLvo 
tho RUirorers steady employment. Such a 
thing in iullnitcly preCcrnblo to financial aid 
Ki.ven as pure charity. To glvo such employ- 
ment would bo a benefit to both parties. Tho 
v.-orkiiiKincii would Eecuro relief tincl at tUo 
Baino time retain their manhood and aelfro- 
tyjcct. The stalo would bonoflt by tho comple- 
tion of necessary improvements and by tho 
gains which* an- increased -taxation would 
bring;. Tho workingman does not want char- 
ity. 
Ho wants, to earn what he, gets, and the 


Btutc should, or the municipality, allow him to 
do so. It might not bo well I'or the state to 
croato useless \york, but as a. fact thereisplen- 
ty it nifuht glvo without doing so. 


Governor Flower agrees that there is 


plenty of chance and need to employ la- 
bor profitably at this time. 


The governor has recently pointed out 


tho enormous profit which the commu- 
nity as a whole and tho individual coun- 
ty taxpayer would certainly derive if 
the several .counties in this state would 
only sot about building a system of good 
county roads. This is not a proposal to 
dispense charity, but to organize money 
malting onterprisea which, whilo paying 
for themselves 10 times over, would in- 
cidentally supply work and wages to 
thousands of men now compelled to be 
idle. Governor Flower is familiar with 
the needs of the state, in the way of im- 
proved roads, and ho looks at the sub- 
ject from the proper point of view. I 
haven't always boon able to agree with 
Hoswell P. Flower, but I am glad to do 
so on this subject. 


Now, 
let us give the other side another 


show. Secretary Kellogg of the Charity 
Organization society of New York de- 
nies that there is nny occasion for state 
aid to relieve the unemployed. Ho says: 


There is no need for tho state to take a hand 


In relit! r measures. The o.xistlnc; charities can 
do the work better. Indeed thero is a distinct 
danger In. Uiu eCVui-iui; of work by tho stn.to. 
This danger lies in tho fact that, unless a mini- 
mum ot" wngea is offered unworthy persons arc 
attracted to the schemo and obtain employ- 
ment vvlicn they should not. You will find that 
ten unworthy riei'sons thus receive aid where 
one worthy anil needy individual benefits. Peo- 
ple nvo even uLlraetcd from outsido cotnimml- 
t:c."j. Tiio real HUlTererg do not reap the advan- 
tage. 


Kcllogc; should have a medal—aleatber 


medal. For unadulterated nerve he beats 
nil records. 
He is fearful that unworthy 


persons will got work. Has it come to 
such a pass that only tuoso who can pro- 
cure credentials from somo hypocritical, 
manhood destroying almsgiver will bo 
allowed ;m opportunity to work in this 
country? Wo used to be told by the 
plutocratic press that tho unemployedin 
this country wore worthless burns, who 
wouldn't work if they had a chance. 
Now comes ono Kellogg to tell us that 
work must not be 'offered, because some 
of the worthless may got a job. 


V»"liilcv,'c aro discussing "distinct, dan- 


gers," Jfr. Kellogg, alls?--me to call 
your attention to one, Its name is Char- 
ity Organisation society 'of New York, 
and ono Kollogg is its prophet. Stu- 
dents of sociology have long contended 
that iihnsjjivinj? was sowing the seeds of 
poison in our social system, and we have 
hero the proof ot.tlieir wisdom: What is 
t'ne wort Kollogg and his class can do 
better? Tho work of completely destroy- 
ing tha manhood and womanhood of 
tho la-Ad by crushing tho spirit of inde- 
pendence in its workers and making of 
them chronic mendicants, who must 
havo only corn-ago enough to go down 
on their marrow bones and bog, and 
then lick tbo liand that gives them alms 
111 fares the laud where the few are giv- 
ers and the many receivers of alms. 


The charity which extends, voluntari- 


ly, assistance to the need}' I find no fault 
•with, but thero should bo need for little 
of tlmt in this country. But organized 
almsgiving which doles out, under iron- 
clad regulations, through high salaried 
officials, conscience money and stands 
in tho way of an adjustment of socicta- 
ry conditions which would give to every 
person a living ns an act of justice is a 
barrier iu the pathway of progress and 
should be swept from tha face of the 
earth. Such organizations as Kellogg's 
in times like these mislead the people, 
and those who have influence with the 
powers that be and could aid in creating 
an irresistible sentiment in favor of prac- 
tical and honorable measures of relief 
are deluded into the belief that every- 
thing will be all right if they only trust 
to "the regular organisations." Is it all 


right when in spite of the boasting- of 
tho charity officials men, women and 
children are starving in every city in the 
land? Why should the charity chiefs 
object to relief coming through other 
channels than those they-control? Are 
they afraid there might come a time 
when there would .be no-hungry for 
them to feedr 
Beautiful Christian chari- 


ty that; but it will never have any effect 
upon the supply of angels' wings.

A PRACTICAL CJDERGYMAN. 


It Is Tlmo to Drop So Called "SounilEcoQ- 


omles" and Get Coiumon SCHNC, He Sa>~8. 
Mr. Alexander P. Irvine, pastor of tlio 


Mission Church of tho Sea and Laud, 
and for many years the lodging houaa 
missionary of the New York City Mission 
society, said in an interview tho other 
day: 


I have been dealing with thousands of 


unemployed men during the last few 
years, aud in my intercourse with them 
have noticed that very. few have ever 
troubled themselves with suggesting rem- 
edies. They arc supremely concerned 
with tho fact that they are out and would 
like to get iu. I have no newfangled 
notions to ventilate, but will give my 
plain opinion as one who has again and 
again traversed this great city in search 
oE omplo3rment, and also as one who is 
intensely interested in everything which 
concerns the working class. 


That there are hundreds of willing 


workers who are out of work through 
circumstances 'over which they had no 
control is a fact. 
That work can be 


found for them is another fact, and that 
work ought to.be. found for.them is a 
third fact. The condition of affairs which 
prevents an honest workingumn from 
being a wealth producer and a supporter 
of his family is economically and social- 
ly wrong, and I believe it to bo the 
fundamental business of the municipal- 
ity to change that condition. If somo 
one says that my belief and "sound 
economics" are at variance, I answer 
that aa so calle'd "sounil' economies" 
havo not filled ths, stomachs of the 
hungr3r unemployed ''let 'us have sound 
common senso for a change". I know of 
manj' good workmen'today who are far- 
ing worse than stray dogs. There are 
many ways in which the municipality 
can solve tho problem of tho unemployed. 


First—Instead of giving the municipal 


work into tha hands of private contract- 
ors let the municipality'be its own con- 
tractor and thus serve the double pur- 
pose of saving the taxpayers' money and 
giva work to the unemployed. The Lon- 
don county council has tried this and 
proved it to be a success. 


Second—By the municipalization of 


street' railways. 
Tho city government 


ought at onco to tako hold of the pro- 
posed rapid transit scheme and in time 
municipalize street lighting, telegraph, 
etc, 
That one man should dictate to New 


York whether or not she flhould have 
rapid transit is a disgrace to pur civiliza- 
tion. 01 course skilled workmen would 
not drive or conduct street cars, but a 
judicious system of •-municipal -work- 
shops could bo established in which tha 
sldlled labor for public institutions could 
be done. 
' ' " .- 
' 


Third—The limitation ol overtime in 


public institutions and private firms 
would absorb vast numbers of the work- 
less. A, street car conductor told mei a 
few days ago that he had worked 84 con- 
secutive days without a day's reat. 
"I 


could get a day off nofw and again if I 
asked for it," he said, "but I would lose 
a day's pay, and if yon »sk too. often 
they g e t tired." 
- . - . ' • • 


There are many ways in which private 


corporations and individuals could, solve 
the problem if they could bo persuaded 
that they were in part at least their 
brothers' keepers. 
There are in tho 


front rank of Now York'e .society today 
men and women who own, tenements in 
the slums of the city which are not fit 
for pigs to live in. If those places could 
be torn down and .houses fit for human 
habitation, erected instead, thousands of 
unemployed would at least attain to the 
horso standard of life—food and shelter. 
There are very few prominent individ- 
uals in New York who seenvat all inter- 
ested in the question. 
• 


As I write, there is in front of me the 


portrait of M. Qodin, foundateur du 
familistere. Guise, Francs, the man 
who, 
despite a thousand obstacles thrown 


in his way by as many ' 'sound econo- 
mists," succeeded in erecting tho first 
palace to labor and in collecting the ele- 
ments necessary to work out tho prob- 
lem of the equitable distribution of the 
fruits of production between labor, skill 
and capital. 
Thousands' of heads of 


firms would do well to study the history 
of his great work. New York has not 
yet produced a Godin nor a Shaftes- 
bury. "Wo have thrown the reins of mu- 
nicipal government over to a swarm of 
administrative leeches who 'suck tha 
treasury dry and then recommend pri- 
vate corporations to do their work. Ev- 
ery laborer iu the great firm of Godin & 
Co. is a partner, and it is hopeful to see 
signs of his system being- duplicated in 
the United States. 
Shaftesbury spent 


his lifo in legislating for the poor and 
the downtrodden, but men of his caliber 
in New York will not touch polities be- 
cause they fear defilement. 
. Let us consider the relation of the 
church.to ths problem. I believe the 
.problem of Llio unemployed is the prob- 
lem of Christianity. 
. 


As for charitable organizations giving 


employment, honest workmen do not 
want charity. 
They want justice; they 


want wliat belongs to tliem—the right 
to live. If the introduction of machinery 
prevents them getting a living, then ma- 
chinery will havo to go, Whatever the 
barrier is it must bo burned away. Men 
made in God's image must not be al- 
lowed to starve to death, surrounded by 
hundreds of millions of money. 


Iloiue Uniou I*abor. 


Muj'or Braun of Paterson, N. J., where 


about 15,000 workmen aro idle, has an- 
nounced that he will not sign any con- 
tract for tho new $1,000,000 city hall un- 
tess it provides for the employment of 
resident workmen. The city hall com- 
mission has adopted tha recommenda- 
tion, and tho common council has passed 
resolutions providing that no man-who 
Is'not a member of some .labor organiza- 
tion will be employed oii the job.

How to 'Avoid a Cold and to Trent It 


When Contracted—Many Little Things 
of Use— Culinary Items. 


The.first important point to be.consid- 


ered is tho akin, for the slcin supplements 
in functions almost every organ of the 
body.' 


The influence of cold upon the eldn 


causes a temporary blanching of the sur- 
face. The mintite blood Vessels contract, 
and the blood recedes and acoTimulates 
in deeper and more protected structures. 
The circulation, usually sluggish, is pro- 
foundly disturbed, the nervous system 
is profoundly impressed, and various un- 
desirable symptoms indicate an immi- 
nent illness. 


Immediately upon rising move leisure- 


ly about tho room for a few minutes, 
flay by day increasing ths exposure of 
the body, until soott you can take an air 
bath of firo or ten minutes' duration 
vrithout 
discomfort. 
This exposure 


should always ba followed by brisk rub- 
bing bef oi'o dressing. Nest use a sponge 
slightly moistened; then one which is 
tot so dry. 


Soon tic cold bath may be taken -with 


impunity, and may become more pro- 
longed and more beneficial as the skin 
becomes accustomed to it. These baths 
must be followed in all cases by brisk 
and prolonged rubbing of the skin. 


As the weather becomes colder the 


morning temperature of the room and 
the bath should become gradually lower 
until when you are habituated to them 
you may venture to open the window a 
little on warmer mornings and expose 
the nude body to a slight draft. During 
the night the mucous membrane should 
be hardened by leaving tha chamber 
windows open, guarding only against 
drafts, 


Remember that tha draft through a 


two inch aperture is often more danger- 
ous than the wind through an entirely 
open window, and that the hearty dinner 
is aa active in causing a cold as the No- 
vember blasts. 


How to Do Many tittle Tilings of TJse. 
Never build fire in a newly papered 


room until it has bail time to dry. 


Clean cane seated chairs by turning 


them upsido down and aponge in very 
hot -water. 


Clean soiled wall paper with pieces of 


stale light (wheat) bread. 


Clean gilt frames with, rainwater in 


which flowers of sulphur has been stirred. 


Remove stains from mahogany, rose- 


wood or walnut by touching ths spots 
with a feather wet in diluted niter. 


Bleach vrillow furniture' after wash- 


ing in warm suds by setting in a ios 
without drying, putting a small dish of 
burning sulphur inside and covering the 
bos for half an hour. 


Soak bent whalebones a few hours in 


water; then dry them. 


Hang a mirror where the direct rayg 


of tho sun will not shine on it to cloud 
the glass. 


How to Tell Real Lace. 


All real lacs can be detected after much 


trying very readily. Aa it is made by 
hand, the mesh is never very regular, as 
it is almost impossible it could be. Ma- 
chine lace, on the contrary, is perfectly 
regular. Real lace has the knots oil the 
wrong side and very few of them.

How to Use Remnants of Soap. 


Collect all the odds and ends of toilet 


Boap, crumble 'them fine or break into 
shreds and put them in a double boiler. 
Fill the outside vessel with boiling wa- 
ter, set over the fire and keep it boiling 
until ths soap in the inside vessel is 
melted. 
Stir until perfectly smooth; 


then pour into .a small, shallow dish to 
mold. 
If more than enough for ono 


cats of soap, pour into other'molds. If 
the remnants, the new cake will prob- 
ably have a delicate odor of its own, or 
a few drops of favorite perfume may be 
added. If without a double boiler, set a 
small pail or pan inside a large one. 


How to Make Frosting Without Eges. 
Take a half pound of powdered sugar, 


a tablespoouful of .boiling water, the 
grated yellow rind of an orange 'and 
enough orange juice to moisten it. 
Put 


the sugar in a bowl, then add the rind, 
next the water and lastly the juice and 
use at once. 


How to Poaoli I^gs and Serve on Toast. 
Salt the water well. When, it is sim- 


mering, drop lightly each broken egg 
from a saucer into it. Cook one- egg at 
a time, throwing the water from the 
sides carefully over ths egg to whiten 
tho top. When cooked enough, take out 
the egg with a perforated ladle, trim off 
the ragged pieces and slip it on a small 
piece of buttered toast. Sprinkle a little 
salt and pepper on each egg. ' A muffin 
ring in the water will keep the egg in 
shape. 


How to Darn TVItU a Crochet Noodle. 
To darn a stocking neatly, talre a fine 


steel crochet needle and with, it catcb up 
the woven stitches crosswise, using cot- 
ton that is suitable in thickness and color. 
Fill in tho hole with a chain stitch, work- 
ing back and forth as if darning. 


HOTV to Since a Chicken. 


There are two excellent ways of singe- 


ing a chicken. The best is over the blazo 
of an alcohol lamp. 
AnoLher way is to 


light a loosely twisted newspaper on tho 
outside of tha stove and hold the chicken 
iu tho right hs.nd, quickly passing it 
back and forth through the flames. 


How to Destroy Parasites on Plants. 
Rub a pound of sulphurated potash as 


fine as possible, and mis it thoroughly! 
with 4 pounds of soft soap. A large tea- 
Bpoonfnl of this should be mixed with 
each gallon of soft water and the plant' 
well sprayed with the solution. 


How to ICouso a Sleeping- Household. 
When keys havo been forgotten and 


the bell when rung is not -heard by the 
sleepers, take a Btdne about the size of 
your fist-and rap not too loudly, but 
gently and distinctly, three times with 
tha stone against tae "front wall' of the 
house. Windows in ths houses on both 
sides will be likely to fly up, for while 
the noise is to the outsider rather indis- 
tinct it sounds inside like a great shock. 
Cabmen use the leaden butt of their 
whips, and reporters have- often resorted 
to thia means (stone) whereon late--night 
work.

Tariff reform is bound to come to this 


country in the near future and tho sooner 
the better. Until the b'l! shall have passed 
the factories of the country, and iuclec'd the 
industries of eveiy kind will remain in a 
sort of quiescent suspense. .From present 
appearances, however, it scorns that tho 
manufacturers in some parts of tho coun- 
try are determined to make themselves 
hoard, and to utter a protest loud and 
long against some of tlie features of the 
new bill. The changes proposed are in 
some eases quite sweeping, in all suflicienl- 
^y important to warrant careful anil deli! - 
orate discussion ; but, on the other hand 
tho representatives of certain industries 
which will be seriously affected by the 
change are clamoring for hasty action. 
Prompt action might prevent many facto- 
ries from temporarily suspending, but it 
would be attended with tho danger of mis- 
taken legislation.

Tariff reform is bound to come to this 


country in the near future and the sooner 
the belter. Until the b'll shall have passed 
I lie factories of (.lie country, and indfind the 
industries of every kind will remain in a 
sort of quiescent suspense. From present 
appearances, however, it seems that the 
manufacturers in some parts of the coun- 
try are determined to make themselves 
heard, and to utter a protest loud and 
long against some of the features of the 
new bill.

Take a piece of rubber bandage 
one-half inch wide and 12 to 14 inches long, 
and il it is the inside ol the toe that is affect- 
ed carry the bandage over tho nail toward 
tlieiuHiinicd structure. 
Tula, as you -will 


observe, will have a tendency to carry this 
rnasy away from the nail. 


Beginning nt the extreme end of the toe, 


tarry the bandage back with such pressure 
c-s the patient can. comfortably stand until 
the whole area of inflammation is included. 
'Fasten it by means of a light gum band or 
tapes fastened to tlie end of the bandage. 
'The patient is then able to wear his shoe 
itnd attend to his ordinary duties. Tho 
bandage can be removed at night and reap- 
plied by tbo patient if desirable the first 
thing in tho morning. - In' a few days tho 
mass will have disappeared, and a com- 
plete cure can be affected in a brief period.

Tho Indian", who 


cccaslonally strolled back to visit fheirold 
haunts, said tliat it Juul not been u>od for 
many summers,and that a ^hite man hud 
lived theru uloup many yearn before. 
Thu 


story only deepened the my.tety, for white 
n<oii had not- been a I lowed to iiulilo or even 
Htiiy any great length of time on lands 
owned by tho Yanktons, and this was in 
tho very heart of their territory. Traders 
Tv'ero found who had been up and down 
tlio Missouri nearly its 
wholo length, 


spending many seusonsj in tho "land of 
tho Uaicotas," yot they knew nothing of 
tho man.

posed I turned 
my mind toward some 


business.

Uiucy there, and I went to Chicago. A 
t u r trapping expedition WHS just starting 
out for the upper lakes, and I, moi'e to see 
the coLintr.V ttiid bo uctivo than anything 
yl->s, joiuui tho party. 
Wa wera out ull 


winter. 


"I b.'ctmo as tough physically ns n bear. 
"When \> e.sultl our furs, I noticed a great 


dlfterencH between the prices we received 
and those tho dealers received. 
I deckled 


to s;o to thu western prairies for tha sum- 
mer and purcha.su 1'uirf, for I had learned 
that Indians would soil cheap, and so I 
wrote to my father that 1 would bo away 
a year longer than I had thought at first. 
The summuv was highly profitable to me, 
hut I could sue or hear nothing that did 
not recall tho .sweet iaeo I hud left; nt Ox- 
ford. 


"I spent the next winldr at Chicago, 


but the ve,ry souic-ly which my ncciunmt- 
linces. so much enjoyed miulu me gloomy 
ami morose, and I soon began to long for 
oonui lonely nook where, I might spend the 
thnuwHh my own communion, apart from 
tlio « hole world. I started to go to north- 
ern .Michigan, but changed my plauu aud 
went to western • Iowa territory, where 
Clinton has fouud tho old house, lam 
told that country is called IJakotu now. 


"I'll tell you what] Wo hud some live- 


ly times out there1. I don't do much tnlk-

"I got to whtsro I built my cabin nboiit 


tlie •middle of July,'my bWgago consist- 
ing ot u supply of clothing, t« that! wovdd 
Boom to be. civilised, my rillo and a largo 
quantity of ^ammunition, u fowling piece, 
a iVw relics "of thu old home iu Knglund, 
a few kuiekkuneks to keep tho Indiana good 
uulurud, an ax, a saw, a few traps and a 
fow such other utensils as I thought coiild 
not bo parted with. I had taken a horse 
along to carry my luggage, but I soon sold 
him to tho old Indian whom you heard me 
mention a f aw minutes ago as Two Crows, 
Game was plenty, and only a short time 
each day was needed to keep me supplied 
with food, 
The remainder of the time I 


could employ ruyselJt in , preparing tor the 
coining winter. 


"Two Crows acted as arbiter bet-Ween his 


people and me, and I was made a priv- 
ileged character,, who was to be ullowed'to 
live ia their countryrJn perfect security. 
I was not to be included in any of their 
wars or depredating tours. 


"Well, i had 5iiy cabin nearly finished, 


and was sleeping soundly on a bed of 
boughs and prairie grass when, oh I such a 
howling you never heard! Ton seconds 
was all tho time I needed to get my rifle 
and ammunition horns nnd place myself 
ready to sell my life dear, but I-svas.not 
even ^sked its) pjciae. Tha night had been 
one of dense clouds,which hid a full moon. 
Now,in western America n very few min- 
utes will change tho sky from tho blackest 
clouds to as pretty an mura as you ever 
saw, and thut was just what happened 
there, A band of Ponca Indians wero en- 
camped on tho south sido of the river, and 
the Yanktons had taken, advantage of the 
darkness to attack them unawares. But 
the moon ciirne out bright on them, and I, 
awakened by tho wurcrios, saw tho whole 
battle. If you want to see courage watch 
un Indian fight. Every'man. is a division, 
acting under tho one general head, or 
chief, but in tho most part independent to 
work as ho thinks will do tho most dam- 
age to tho enemy. 


"This was a hand to hand fight, with 


spear and lances, and every man fought to 
tho death. Tho Yankians wero badly out- 
numbered ub first by the Poncas aud wore 
driven almost to the very water's edge 
when a second band, which had crossed a 
littlo above tho village, struck the Poncas 
from the rShr, and tho result was soon de- 
cided. Two Crows led tho advance parly, 
and when I saw them driven back it took 
all the self control 1 could muster to keep 
from making ruy rifle folt, but 1 succeed- 
ed, and tho next morning when I told Two 
Crows1 that I wanted to help him. out he 
answered, with n grunt: 
" 'Poucanogood. Ifight hard first, then 


Yaukton kill 'em. Ponca think ho drown 
Two Crows—Ponca dead now!" 


"That was my initiation. Only a short 


time after that I saw another band of Pon- 
cas attack n party of Yanktons and drive 
the latter from tho field us completely as 
over au nrtny was routed. I soon made 
peace with tho X'oncus, uud theu I felt se- 
cure. 


"One day nn old fellow, I've forgotten 


his mvmo, came to iny cabin Tv-itli a fliio 
looking squuw as a present to rno, lie ex- 
plained that he had killed lier husband 
und taken her captive u, short tinio before, 
but as ho and his men. hud wives already 
ho had brought hur to 1110. 1 thanked him 
kindly, gave him a good meal of salted 
meat—a great luxury among tho Indians— 
and took the woman. I found that she 
belonged to u tribe a short distance down 
tbo river, so when ho had gone I started 
her home to her people. I .saw her about 
a year aftor that, and u mother was never 
more elated over meeting a son than that 
woman was over seejng rao. But the old 
Indian never liked me. 


"My neighbors soon stopped troubling 


me,aud then I began to enjoy that qxtiet iso- 
lation I so much longed for when 1 was in 
Chicago. 
I found plenty of amusement 


bunting and fishing and hardly noticed 
the time go by, tuitil one day tt trapper 
camo along up tho rivet- in a canoe and 
stopped at my cabin. 
"lie, too, was an Englishman, nnd we 


had a long visit together. 
Ho was from 


London only n short timo before and had 
lived but a little distance from my father's 
score. 
Ho know many people 1 had 


known, mid when I mentioned having 
been at Oxford ho sn;d he said ho was 
there just n week before }io le,ft England. 
Of course I asked aftyr- ray lord and the 
young lady. But I tell you I was surprised 
by his answer! Sho wan i'till mourning for 
a young man in Aincriia, whom her fa- 
ther objected to, but tho ;ild man was dead 
—died repentant and had given his sanc- 
tion to the marriage.

move. lie volunteered to help me, and in 
two days—they were long ones to me; 
tho time scumcd a wock—I was ready to 
leave. I had my furs and coarser belong- 
ings on a rntt, wl>il» 1 rodo iu a light ca- 
noe with my smaller things, keeping tho 
raft in tow. 


"It seemed us though I never woixlcl 


reach the tettleiaonts, bub in reality 1 
made n quick trip nnd waa soon crossing 
thu continent toward old England. 


"Well, 1 had ?o wait ;i week in New 


York for u vessel, and in duo timo was in 
London, but London held mo only, long 
enough to iiuA ray father and tell him the 
good news I had heard nway in tho wilds 
of America. Tho m;xc morning I •was on 
my way to Oxford, and a. month later was 
tho happiest young married man. in the 
British empire. 


"Since then fathei' has died, and I have 


traded tho store i'ov this country teat, 
where I am making moro money than I 
eould in London, where my health is bet- 
ter, and where I can cujoy the wilds of na- 
ture as 1 learned to enjoy them in America.

Some provisions for the next winter."

FAMOUS STONES. 


original weight of 978 carats to 186 carats. 
After a most eventful and romantic history 
it fell into the possession of Queen Victoria 
in 1850 and now belongs to tho crown jew- 
els. It was again rccut, reducing its weight 
to 106 carats, but changing it from a luster- 
less mass scarcely better than rock crystal 
to a brilliant matchless for purity and fire. 
Figs. 1 and 3 represent it before and after 
tbe last! cutting. 


Fig, 8 shows tho Shah of Persia. It was 


presented by tho son of Abbas Mirza to the 
emperor of Russia. It weighs 80 carats, 
and is perfectly free from blemish. It is 
engraved with a Persian inscription, and 
has a groove cut into its edge. 


The Florentine BrllHant,,Big. 4, belongs 


to the emperor of Austria. It weighs ISQ 
carats, is of a yellowish color, is rather 
thick, covered with facets liko a rose d 
mond, and pointed at top and bottom. The 
stone is supposed to be one of thoso lost by 
Charles tho Bold, duke of Burgundy, at 
tho battle of Granson. It was found by a 
Swiss soldier, who sold it to a priest for 1 
florin. It finally, came into possession of 
Pope Julian II, by whom it was given to 
the then emperor of Austria. 


Ilie Eyes and JET air of TTCO Famous Men* 
The color of George Washington's eyes, 


according to the best portraits of him, was 
a clear, brilliant gray blue. The eyes them- 
selves were riot very large, but their ex- 
pression was direct and penetrating. His 
hair, as seen in some earlier portraits in a 
recent collection, Was originally of a chest- 
nut brown, rathor light in color. His com- 
plexion was fair and florid. Tho fashion of 
those days was to cover tho natural hair 
with a powdered wig so that it was impos- 
sible to determine the actual color. The 
celebrated (jilbert Stuart portrait in the 
^Metropolitmi Museum, generally accepted 
as one of the best ejitant, represents Wash- 
ington in the above manner, says The Art 
Amateur. 


The eyes of Napoleon were also gray, but 


of an entirely different quality, their color 
being a deep steel gray, tit timea appearing 
almost black from the largeness of the 
pupil. His hair was a very dark brown, 
arid his complexion rather sallow, but clear.

Nickel was first obtained as a metal in 


Germ any about 1757, but the ore was pre- 
viously known to miners', who called it Old 
Nick's copper, for the reason that, though 
it looked like copper ore. no copper could 
be obtained from ib.

1' Two tirow's acted a3 artiter "between his 


people and me, and I was made a priv- 
ileged character,,\vha was to be allo^ed'to 
live in their countrjkin perfect sacnrity. 
I was not to bo included many of taeir 
Tvars or depredating tours. 


"Well, I had my cabin nearly finished, 


and was sleeping soundly on a bed of 
boughs and prairie grass when, oh! auch a 
howling you never heordl Ton seconds 
waa all tho time I needed/to get my rifle 
and ammunition horns and place myself 
ready .to sell my life dear, but I was ,not 
even, .dsked its .-price. 
Tjha night had been 


one of dense clouds,which hidafullmoon. 
..Now-in western America a very fo'w min- 
utes will change the sky from tho blackest 
clouda to as pretty an azuro as you ever 
BB.W, and that was just what happened 
there. A band oE Ponca Indians were en- 
camped on. tho south sido of tho river, and 
the Yanktons had taken, advantage of the 
darkness to attack them iinawarcs. But 
the moon came out bright on.them, and I, 
awakened by tho wurcrics, saw tho whole 
battle. 
If you want to see courage watch 


an Indian fight. Every 'man. ia a division, 
acting under the one general head, or 
chief, bub iu the most parb independent to 
work as ho thinks will do tho mosb dam- 
age to tho euumy. 


"This was a hand to liand fight, -with 


spear and lances, and every man fought to 
tho death.. The Yatittans were badly out- 
numbered at first bythe Poncas and were 
driven, .almost to the very water's edge 
when a second band, which, had crossed a 
libtlo above the village, struck the Poncas 
from, tho rtar, and the result was soon de- 
cided* Two Crows led the advance party, 
and when I saw them driven back it took 
all the self control I could muster to keep 
from making niy rifle felt, but I succeed- 
ed, and tho next morning when. I told Two 
CroM'S" thac I wanted to help him out lie 
answered, with a grunt; 
" 'Ponca no good. Fight hard, first, then 


Yankton kill 'em. Ponca think he drown 
Two Crows—Ponca dead now!" 


"Thut was my initiation. Only a short 


time after thut I saw another band of Pou- 
cas attack u party of Ynnktona nnd drive 
the latter from the field, as completely us 
ever nil army was routed. I BOOH made 
pcaco with tlio Poncas, aud then. I fait Be- 
en re. 


"Ono clay an old follow, I've forgotten 


his namo, came to" iny cabin with a flno 
looking arjiiLLW as a present to inc. lie ex- 
plained that he had kill'.:d. her husband 
and taken her captive u. short time before, 
but as he aud his men had wives already 
he had brought hur to nvc. .1 thanked, him 
kindly, gavo him a, gnod meal ot salted 
meat—a great luxury among tha Indians— 
and took the woman. 
I found thut she 


belonged to a tribe n short distance 'down 
tho river, so when ho had gone I started 
her homo to her people. I saw her about 
a year after that, aud a mother was never 
more elated over uioeting u BOH than that 
woman was over seeing me. But the old 
Indian never liked me. 


"ATy neighbors soon stopped troubling 


me, and then I began to enjoy that quiet iso- 
lation I so much long-eel for when I was in 
Chicago. 
I found plenty of nnmserneiit 


hunting and fishing and hardly noticed 
the timo go by, until one day n trapper 
camo along \\p tho river in a, conoo and 
stopped, at my cabin. 


"lie, too, was an. Hlnglishtnan, and we 


had n long visit together. 
Ho was from 


London only ;i short timo bcforo and had 
lured but a little distance from my father's 
store!. 
Ho know many people I had 


known, nnd when I mentioned having1 
been fit Oxford ho said ho said, lio was 
thero just a week before ho Ictc England. 
Of course I nsked nftur-nry lord and the 
young lady. But I toll yon I was surprised 
by his answer I Sha WGH vtill mourning for 
a young man in Ana'oricii, whom, her fa- 
ther objected to, but tho old man was dead 
—died repentant and had given his sanc- 
tion to the marriage. 
llTho trapper little kmnvliovv good his 


news was, or to how interested n person 
ho tokl it, but it took just half n minute 
for ma to decide what to i-o. it- was after 
dark when he told me, aud I cfT.Ul hardly 
wait until daylight caaiu to begin, prepar- 
ing for a, return to England.

The 
stone is supposed to be one of those lost by 
Charles tho Bnld, duke oi Burgundy, at 
the battle of Gransoru 
Ifc was found by a 


Swiss soldier, who sold it to a priest for 1 
florin. It finally came into possession of 
Pope Julian II, by whom, it was given to 
the then emperor of Austria,

The color of George Washington's eyes, 


according to the best portraits of him, was 
a clear, brilliant gray bluo. The eyes them 
selves were not very large, but their ex- 
pression was direct and penetrating. His 
hair, as seen in some earlier portraits iu a 
recent collection, was originally of n chest- 
nut brown, rather light in color. His com- 
plexion was fair and florid. Thcfashion of 
those dnys was to cover the natural hair 
with a powdered wig so that it was impos- 
sible to determine the actual color.

The eg£, which is vrhitey brown in color 


and unbroken, is a flnespecimen, 333^ inches 
by 23 inches, and an even higher value is 
placed upon it than upon the egg of the 
great ank, which lived within the memory 
of man. The Brobdif?nagian proportions 
of the egg are better demonstrated by com- 
parison, with, the eggs of the ostrich and 
crocodile. 


An ostrich's egg is about 17 inches by 15 


inches, and the contents of six such are 
only equal to one egg of. the JEpyornis. 
The measurements of the egg of the croco- 
dile are normally 0 inches by 6J<f inches. It 
would require tbe contents of 16J^ emu's 
eggs to equal the contents of this great egg, 
or 148 eggs of the homely fowl, or 30,000 of 
the humming bird. The last egg of the 
kind disposed of in London sold for £100, 
though cracked. 


To Make a Cellar Waterproof. 


A cellar can be so constructed as to be 


waterproof if the bottom of floor is first 
covered with cement, the walls built there- 
on laid in cement and the exterior of tha 
walla covered with cement. Sanitary Plum- 
ber says this makes practically a water- 
tight basin. The cement used must be tha 
best Portland cement one part, clean sharp 
sand one part. After a cellar is built it is 
not so easy to make it waterproof. Still it 
call be done. Cover the exterior of tbe wall 
with the above cement, ditto the bottom, 
and work the cement in under the bottom 
of the wall. If these directions are followed 
you will succeed, but if cheap materials 
are used and the work badly done you will 
be sure to fail. A drain put around the out- 
side of the wall or even inside below the 
cellar floor may be efficient in carrying off 
the water if you can give it agood delivery.

Telegraph. TVirea and Drought. 


Professor "Wigginabelieves that telegraph 


wires cause drought, that the atmosphere 
cannot absorb moisture unless ibis charged 
with electricity and that upon an oblate 
spheroid like the earth the electricity will 
inevitably collect at the equator. In this 
way, according to The Industrial World, he 
explains the frequency of rains at the 
equator. "If, however," he says, "there be 
elevated spots on the sphere, electricity will 
collect on them. Should these spots or con- 
tinents be connected by wires it might ac- 
cumulate on each alternately. This has hap- 
pened this year, and America has all of the 
electric energy and^ Europe has lost it, so 
that our continent is flooded and Europe is 
burned up with drought." His conclusion 
from .ill this is that electric wires should 
be buried. 


Castor Oil Prevents !Belts Slipping. 


An instructor in the shops at the Univer- 


sity of Illiuois is reported by The Industrial 
World ag saying that he has never tried 
anything so effective to prevent belts slip- 
ping as castor oil, especially for woodwork- 
ing machinery belts. The way to apply it 
is to let it run from a botcle in a small 
stream on the belt while it is in motion, 
commencing at one edge of the belt, mov- 
ing the stream over a little at every full 
travel of the belt, until the whole width of 
the belt has received its portion. He knows 
of belts that have been treated in this way 
for years, and they are whole yet and do- 
ing work without a murmur. 


Now Method of Coloring ^Leather. 
, 


A German inventor hits brought forward 


a new process by which it is claimed both 
time and labor are economized—that is, 
briefly, instead of first tanning the skins, 
as commonly practiced, this new system 
consists in placing them in the color bath, 
and after remaining there' some 24 hours 
they are treated in the ordinary way with 
alum and salt. The preference claimed for 
this plan over that which is at present in 
vogue is that it saves the washing, treating 
with acid and the various methods resorted 
to for restoring to the akin the suppleness 
it loses by the washing. 


Welding Hails by Electricity. 


• Welding rails by electricity seems to have 
become very nearly a practical success, ac- 
cording to an industrial authority.

FEDERATION OF LABOR. 


WHAT IT IS AND THE GOOD IT 


HAS DONE. 


Interostlne Letter From the Lowell Or- 


Knuizer ol' tho Moderation Promising An 
Early Organization of a. Local Council. 
Upon the subject of labor the com- 


munication given below is ol' special inter- 
est to SCJJST readers, touching as it does 
upon a subject which is well treated iii the 
labor department of the Saturday Susr, and 
pertaining especially to one of the great- 
est organized labor bodies in the world. 
The letter coincs from a well known labor 
man and is worthy of perusal by every 
friend of labor. 
Editor of THK SUN: 


Dear Sir:The articles on the labor ques- 


tion which have from time to time appeared 
iu the columns of TUB Kusi and the fre- 
quent allusion therein to the 
American 


Federation of Labor, have, no doubt, been 
largely the cause of tlie numerous cpistlos 
and letter-* addressed to me requesting in- 
formation as to its workings, otc. 


Some of my correspondents have asked 


if an organization could not be started 
into which the members of the various 
trades and crafts who have not as yet been 
able to organize, might bo admitted, and 
bo under the protection of the 
American 


Federation of labor. 


These questions I have answered as ful- 


ly as possible,and have pointed out to them 
that in some of the larger cities there are 
Federal Labor unions in existence whose 
numbers reach into the thousands and who 
have turned out some of the brightest labor 
advocates we have. 
These Federal Labor 


unions are banded together for tho good of 
each other and to educate themselves on 
the trades union movement, the eight hour 
movement and the other labor questions 
of the day. 


As to the American Federation of Labor 


a few words might not bo out of place. On 
November 15, 1881, one hundred and seven 
delegates, representing about a quarter of a 
million workers, met in Pittsburg, Pa., 
and established the "Federation of Organ- 
ised Trades and Labor Unions of the 
United States and Canada." 
In the third 


convention held in Hew York city, August 
21, J8S3, arbitration was favored instead of 
strikes, 
in. the sixth convention hold iu 


Columbus, 
O., ou December 8, 1880, 


the old Federation was dissolved and a 
more perfect plan of organization adopted 
under the name, the American Federation 
of Labor. At this time ther« were 310,- 
469 members. Since that time the A. F. 
of L. has met annually. The 8-hour move- 
ment in 1889 and 1800 in which some 40,- 
107 carpenters and joiners were benefited, 
tho investigation into 
the 
"sweating" 


system, demanded by the Federation, 
the 


protests against convict labor competing 
against free labor, the abolition of child 
labor demanded as well as legislation in 
the interest of labor, are too well known to 
need recounting here.It bus gone on its way 
doing effective work gaining new friends 
every day, finding favor everywhere until 
at the present time it is the strongest labor 
organization on earth having a member- 
ship of nearly 850,000 members. 


The Federation does not here need to be 


laucledjor praised. The four years' struggle 
between the Legget and Myer's Tobacco 
company, and the Federation which ended 
last summer in favor of the Federation and 
organized labor is too well fixed in the 
public mind to 
be readily 
forgotten 


yet the federation does not care about 
striking; it rather tries to avert such a 
thing by conciliatory methods where pos- 
sible and indeed is the true friend of labor 
and capital as long as the rights of labor 
are acknowledged and respected. 


To return to my object in writing to you 


at present I would say J am perfectly will- 
ing to organize and form such a union, 
and indeed have alieady on application a 
number of names to form the charter list. 
Therefore, I hope that my correspondents 
and the general public who are interested, 
will take notice that 1 will at an early date 
call a public meeting for the formation of 
such a union. Meanwhile L will endeavor 
to answer any and all questions, as well as 
take note of any names that may be ad-

People who visited the World's Fair the 


past summer, and saw the marvellous dis- 
play of Japan in the Liberal Arts building 
can appreciate Mr. Stoddard's course. 
To 


them their interest in the land of the 
Chrysanthemum was awakened,which, such 
a lecture as upon Picturesque Japan, 
serves to awaken to a higher degree. 


Mr. Stoddard's lecture, as usual, is elo- 


quently delivered, and his 
descriptive 


powers are seemingly greater than ever. 
Jivon more striking are*tbe pictures upon 
the screen for finer ones were never seen 
here. 


Mr. Stoddard opened his lecture at Van- 


couver, B. C., visited the hotel, embarked 
for tbe Orient in the Empress of China, 
cracked a few jokes and then made a fresh 
start at Yokohoma; after pointedly telling 
his audience to bo iu their seats before ten 
minutes of eight, the exact moment for 
opening the lecture whether five or 500 are 
iu the theatre. 


Tokio, the capital of Japan, a city of a 


million inhabitants, was 
described. 
A 


visit to its famous Uyeno park gave op- 
portunity for interesting references as to 
tho love of the Japanese for flowering 
shrubs 
and 
trees 
rather 
than cul- 


tivated flowers, which find expression in 
their famous cherry blossom and chrysan- 
themum fetes. 


The views included Japanese jinriklshas, 


or man-power carriages, housekeeping in 
Japan, girls at work, the wonderful dwarf 
trees, wrestling matches, navy yard, arsen- 
als, etc. 


At Nikko Mr. Stoddard visited the sacred 


bridge and the crytogratuian forest of giant 
trees, where arc the tombs of the great 
Shogutns deep in the recesses of the forest, 
guarded by the most celebrated temples of 
all Japan.

^/According "to the deductions made- by 
Mr. Stoddard, Japan is making wonderful 
/progress in education, arts and sciences, 
and this development is to be attributed to 
the introduction of railroads. New Japan 
is not following in the footsteps of the old 
and antique customs. Eeligious and forms 
are fast becoming obsolete. 


Japan was treated entirely on its pic- 


turesque side, which of course included 
pilgrimages to the great bronze statue qf 
Buddha, and to scores of temples erected 
to strange gods, tho sacred gate ways, 
the wayside chapels, tfie sacred mountain 
snear Nikko, the castles of the mikado, and 
Of tho former tycoons, or military chief- 
tains of the empire. 
I Modern Japan was incidentally men- 
tioned in a story of the introduction of the 
,"iroa horse" and the telegraph. 


The simplicity of home life of 
the 


Japanese, their sports and habits made a 
delightful chapter. 


But of all things Mr. Stoddard's descrip- 


tion of tbe flora of the country was most 
charming and by aid of

Interesting Letter From tbe Lowell Or- 


ganizer of the Federation Promising An 
Knrly Organization of a Local Council 
Upon the subject of labor the com 


muni cat ion given below is of special inter 
eat to SI;N readers, touching as it does 
upon a subject which is well treated in the 
labor department of the Saturday SUN, and 
pertaining especially to one of the great- 
est organized labor bodies in the world 
The letter comes from a well known labor 
man and is worthy of perusal by every 
friend of labor. 
Editor of THE SUN: 


Dear Sir: The articles on the labor ques- 


tion which have irona time to time appeared 
in the columns of THE SUN and the fre- 
quent allusion therein to the American 
Federation of Labor, have, no doubt, beer 
largely the cause of the numerous epistles 
and letters addressed to me requesting in 
formation as to its workings, etc. 


Some of my correspondents have askct 


if an organization could not be started 
into which the members of the various 
trades and crafts who have not as yet beer 
able to organize, might be admitted, am 
be under the protection of the American 
Federation of labor. 


These questions I have answered as ful- 


ly as possible,and have pointed out to them 
that in some of the larger cities there are 
Federal Labor unions in existence whose 
numbers reach into the thousands and who 
have turned out some of the brightest labor 
advocates we have. 
These Federal Laboi 


unions are banded together for the good of 
each other and to educate themselves on 
the trades union movement, tlie eight hour 
movement aud the other labor questions 
of the day. 


As to the American Federation of Labor 


a few words might not be out of place. On 
November 15, 1881, one hundred and seven 
delegates, representing about a quarter of a 
million workers, met in Pittshurg, Pa., 
and established the "Federation of Organ- 
ized Trades and Labor Unions of the 
United States and Canada." 
In the third 


convention held in New York city, August 
21, 1383, arbitration was favored instead of 
strikes. 
In the sixth convention held in 
olumbus, 
O., on December 8, 1886, 
the old Federation was dissolved and a 
more perfect plan of organization adopted 
under the name, the American Federation 
of Labor. At this time there were 310,- 
1(59 members. Since that time the A. F. 
of L. has met annually. The 8-hour move- 
ment in 1889 and 1890 in which some 46,- 
197 carpenters and joiners were benefited, 
be investigation into the 
"sweating" 


system, demanded by the Federation, the 
>rotests against convict labor competing 
tgainst free labor, the abolition of child 
abor demanded as well aa legislation in 
he interest of labor, are tow well known to 
need recounting here.lt h»s goneon its way 
loing effective work gaining new friends 
very day, finding favor everywhere until 
at the present lime it is tbe strongest labor 
irganizfttion on earth having a member- 
hip of nearly 850,000 members. 
The Federation does not here need to be 


audedjor praised. The four years' struggle 
tetween the Legget and Myer's Tobacco 
ompany, and the Federation which ended 
ast summer in favor of the Federation and 
rganized labor is too well fixed in the 
lublic mind to 
be readily 
forgotten 
ct the federation does not care about 
triking; it rather tries to avert such a 
bing by conciliatory methods where pos- 
ible and indeed is the true friend of labor 
nd capital as long as the rights of labor 
re acknowledged and respected. 
i 


To return to my object in writing to you 
t present I would say I am perfectly wili- 
ng to organize and form such a union, 
nd indeed have already on application a 
umber of names to form the charter list. 
therefore, I hope that my correspondents 
nd the general public who are interested, 
will take notice that I will at an early date 
all a public meeting for the formation of 
uch a union. Meanwhile I will endeavor 
o answer any and all questions, as well as 
ake note of any names that may be ad-

Tbe Subject of a Delightful Lecture by 


Mr. Stoddard.

John L. Stoddard, the popular lecturer, 


looking not a day older, made hts bow to a 
large audience in tbe Opera house last 
evening, after an absence or two years. He 
opened his new series of illustrated lec- 
tures upon the Orient, wikh Picturesque 
Japan, a subject which has a charm in the 
name alone, aud promises much in a de-- 
scrlptive and historical way. 


Mr. Stoddard's new field of lecturing is a 
welcome change from a series of behind 
the times lectures upon Europe. He has 
now the means and material to tell Ameri- 
cans of the scenes and modes of life of peo- 
ples in countries which as yet are not over- 
run by the irrepressible Yankee tourist. 
People who visited the World's Fair the 
past summer, and saw the marvellous dis- 
play of Japan in the Liberal Arts building 
can appreciate Mr. Stoddard's course. 
To 


them their interest in the land of the 
Chrysanthemum was awakened,which such 
a lecture as upon Picturesque Japan, 
serves to awaken to a higher degree. 


Mr. Stoddard's lecture, as usual, is elo- 


quently delivered, and his 
descriptive 
powers are seemingly greater than ever. 
Even more striking are<€he pictures upon 
the screen for finer ones were never seen 
here. 


Mr. Stoddard opened his lecture at Van- 


couver, B. C., visited the hotel, embarked 
for the Orient in the Empress of China, 
cracked a few jokes and then made a fresh 
start at Yokohomay after pointedly telling 
his audience to be ia their seats before ten 
minutes of eight, the exact moment for 
opening the lecture whether five or 500 are 
in the theatre. 
Tokio, the capital of Japan, a city of a 


million inhabitants, was described. A 
visit to its famous Uyeno park gave op- 
portunity for interesting references as to 
the love of the Japanese for flowering 
shrubs 
and 
trees 
rather 
than cul- 


tivated flowers, which flnd expression In 
their famous cherry blossom and chrysan- 
themum fetes. 


The views included Japanese jinrikishas, 
or man-power carriages, housekeeping in 
Japan, girls at work, the "wonderful dwarf 
trees, wrestling matches, navy yard, arsen- 
als, etc. 


At Nikko Mr. Stoddard visited the aacred 


bridge and the crytograinian forest of giant 
trees, where are the tombs of the great 
Sliogums deep in the recesses of the forest, 
guarded by the most celebrated temples of 
all Japan. 
. 


/•^According -to the deductions made-Jay 
VIr. Stoddard, Japan is making wonderful 
progress in education, arts and sciences, 
ind this development is to be attributed to 
;he introduction of railroads. New Japan 
,s not following in the footsteps of the old 
and antique customs. Religions and forms 
arc fast becoming obsolete. 


Japan was treated entirely on ita pic- 


uresque side, which of course included 
>ilgrimages to the great bronze statue of 
Jutldha, and to scores of temples erected 
to strange gods, the sacred gate ways, 
.be wayside chapels, the sacred mountain 
jear Nikko, the castles of the mikado, and 
>f the former tycoons, or military chief- 
ains of the empire. 


Modern Japan was incidentally men- 
Joned in a story of the introduction of the 
'n-on horse" and the telegraph. 


The simplicity of home life of the 
Japanese, their sports and habits made a 
delightful chapter. 


But of all things Mr. Stoddard's degcrip- 
ion of tbe flora of the country was most 
charming aud by aid of 
artistic and 


jeautitully colored slides, was enabled to 
pve an idea of the exquisite gifts of nature. 
fhe lectures must be heard to be appre- 
ialed; the next one, on Thursday night, 
vill have for a subject, "The heart of Old 
apa:

FEDERATION OF LABOR. 


WHAT IT IS AWD THE GOOD IT 


HAS DONE. 


IntorostiuE letter From tue Lowell pr- 


Eiiui7er of tho Federulion Promlsins An 
"Early OrCRulzatlou oC a Local Council. 


Upon the subject of labor the com- 


munication given below is of special inter- 
est to SUN readers, touching as it does 
upon a subject whicli is well treated in the 
labor department of the Saturday Sirs', and 
pertaining especially to one of the great- 
est, organized labor bodies in the -world. 
The letter comes from a well known labor 
man and is worthy o£ peruaa.1 by every 
friend of labor. 
Kditor of Tnrc SUN: 


Dear Sir:The articles on the labor ques- 


tion which have from time to time appeared 
in the columns of THE SUN and the fre- 
quent allusion therein to the American 
federation of Labor, have, no doubt, been 
largely the can«e of the numerous epistles 
cvncl letters addressed to me requesting in- 
formation as to its workings, etc. 


Some of my correspondents ha.ve asked 


if an organization could not he started 
into which the members of the various 
trades and crafts who have not as yet been 
able to organize, might be admitted, and 
be under the protection of the American 
Federation of labor. 


These questions I have answered as ful- 


ly as possible,and have pointed out to them 
that in some of the larger cittes there are 
Federal Labor unions in existence whose 
numbers reach into the thousands and who 
have turned out some of the brightest labor 
advocates we have. 
These Federal Labor 


unions are banded together for the good of 
each other and to educate themselves on 
the trades union movement, tlie eight hour 
movement and the other labor questions 
of the day. 


As to the American Federation of Labor 


a few words might not bs out of place. On 
November ITi, 18S1, one hundred and seven 
delegates, representing abouta quarter of a 
million workers, met in Pittsburg, Pa., 
and established the "Federation of Organ- 
ized Trades and Labor Unions of tlie 
United States and Canada.'' 
In the third 


convention held in New York city, August 
21, 1SS3, arbitration was favored instead of 
strikes. 
In the sixth convention held in 


Columbus, 
O., on December 8, 1SSO, 


the old Federation was dissolved and a 
more perfect plan of organization 'adopted 
under the name, the American Federation 
of Labor. At this time there -were 31G,- 
4G9 members. Since th.it time the A. F. 
of L. has met annually. The 8-hour move- 
ment in 1839 and 1890 in which some 40,- 
107 carpenters and joiners were benefited, 
tbe investigation into 
the 
"sweating" 


system, demanded by the Federation, 
the 


protests against convict labor competing' 
against free labor, the abolition of child 
labor demanded as well as legislation in 
the interest of labor, are too well known to 
need recounting here.It has goue on its way 
doing effective work gaining new friends 
every day, finding favor everywhere until 
at the present Lime, it is tlie strongest labor 
organiz?.tion oil earth having a member- 
ship of nearly 850,000 members. 


The Federation does not here need to be 


laudedjor praised. The four years' struggle 
between the Legget and Myer's Tobacco 
company, and the Federation which ended 
last summer in favor of the Federation and 
organized labor is too well fixed in the 
public mind to 
be readily 
forgotten 


yet the federation does not care about 
striking; it rather tries to avert such a 
thing by conciliatory methods where pos- 
sible and indeed is the true friend of labor 
and capital as long as the rights of labor 
are acknowledged and respected, 


To return to my object in writing to you 


at present I would say I am perfectly will- 
ing to organize and form such a union, 
and indeed have already on application a 
number of names to form the charter list. 
Therefore, I hope that my correspondents 
and the general public who are interested, 
will take notice that I will at an early date 
call a public meeting for the formation of 
such a union. 
Meanwhile I will endeavor 


to answer any and all questions, as well as 
take note of any names that may be ad-

He has 
now the means and material to tell Ameri- 
cans of the scenes and rnodos of lifo of peo- 
ples in countries which as yet arc not over- 
run by the irrepressible Yankee tourist. 


People who visited the World's Fair the 


past summer, and saw tue marvellous dis- 
play of Japan in the Liberal Arts building 
can appreciate Mr. Stoddard's course. 
To 


them their interest in the land of the 
Chrysanthemum was awakened,which such 
a lecture as upon 
Picturesque Japan, 


serves to awaken to a higher decree. 


Mr. Stoddard's lecture, as usual, is elo- 


quently delivered, and his 
descriptive 


powers are seemingly greater than ever. 
Even more striking are'fhe pictures upon 
the screen for liner ones were never seen 
here. 


Mr. Stoddard opened his lecture at Van- 


couver, B. C., visited the hotel, embarked 
for the Orient in the Empress of China, 
cracked a few jokes and then made a fresh 
start at Yokohoma; after pointedly telling 
his audience to be in their seats before ten 
minutes of eight, the exact moment for 
opening the lectura whether five or COO are 
in the theatre.

.^According -to " the deductions made,by 
Mr. Stoddard, Japan, is making wonderful 
.progress in education, arts and sciences, 
and this development is to be attributed to 
the introduction of railroads. New Japan 
is not following in the footsteps of the old 
and antique customs. Religions and forms 
are fast becoming obsolete. 


Japan was treated entirely on its pic- 


turesque side, which of course included 
pilgrimages to the great bronze statue qf 
Buddha, and to scores of temples erected 
to strange gods, the sacred gate ways, 
the wayside chapels, the sacred 
mountain 


near Xikko, the castles of the mikado, and 
of the former tycoons, or military chief- 
tains of the empire.
